JOHNSTOWN 
WEEPS, AND THE 
WORLD YY'EEPS YVITH I f.

J ohnstow n fPa.), June 6th.—The waters 
in the Onem augh valley have subsided 
almost to the usual level. W ith the reced­ 
ing of the waters the scene of desolation 
becomes hourly more weird and pictur­ 
esque, like a desert swept by the simoon 
The valley is a level, unbroken plain for 
miles, only at last to find an abrupt ter­ 
mination in the mountain of debris that 
found lodgment on the projecting rock, 
which, like Ajax, defied the fury of the 
elements. 
RECOVERING THE DEAD. 
The sun shines brightly this morning, 
and the work of recovering the dead goes 
on with undiminished vigor and with a 
system that produces rapid results. 
A blast of twenty-five dynamite car­ 
tridges at 10 o’clock loosened up the debris 
and made it possible to open the mouth of 
the old channel. 
THE DAY EXPRESS LOCATED. 
Workmen have located the day express 
swept away at Conemaugh. The ruins of 
the train lie a hundred feet from the fourth 
buttress from the western end of the stone 
bridge. Paris of the parlor cars have been 
found, as well as traces of the passengers. 
The baggage of Annie Chism of Nashville, 
Tenn., was found. She was a missionary 
on her way to Brazil for the Women’s 
Foteign Missionary Society of the Metho­ 
dist Church. It is evident that more lives 
were lost on this train than was at first 
supposed. The whole train allair is still a 
mystery ; at least no passengers have so far 
been found and located. 
AN ARMY OF TOILERS. 
Five thousand men are at work, and if is 
expected that by to-morrow at least 10,000 
will be employed ; but even this force will 
not be able to remove the debris in less 
than several weeks. 
There are thirty unidentified bodies at 
the Fourth Ward school-house. These 
have been lying there three days at least, 
and forty thousand people have viewed 
them. 
EMBALMING BODIES. 
During the past twenty-four hours sixty 
bodies, embalmed, were taken from this 
place. 
This morning five bodies were 
brought in, one of them, Oscar Henne- 
katnp. for whose recovery a large reward 
was offered. A cordon of soldiers will be 
stationed around the town, and nobody be 
allowed to enter it without a pass. 
The real work of ascertaining what the 
living and dead of Johnstown are was 
started this morning. A corps of clerks, 
under the direction of the Relief Commit­ 
tee, will go to every house in the vicinity, 
to secure the names of the living. Another 
corps will endeavor to find out who the 
missing are. 
A revision of the register list shows only 
13,000 people registered to 1 o’clock this 
afternoon. 
THEY WILL NOT REGISTER. 
By this it is plainly apparent that a large 
number of survivors will not take the 
pains to register. 
The great number of bodies not identi­ 
fied seems almost incredible. Some of 
these have lain in different morgues for 
four days. At Nineveh they are burying 
all the unidentified dead, but in the mor­ 
gues in this vicinity no bodies have been 
buried unless identified. 
Up to noon 728 bodies bad been em­ 
balmed at St. Columbus Catholic Church, 
Cambria City. Only one was secured to­ 
day, that of a small child. A number of 
bodies were taken from the debris at 
Kernsville this morning. 
UNDER MARTIAL LAW. 
At noon to-day Johnstown and adjoin­ 
ing boroughs, or what is left of them, prac­ 
tically passed under martial law. 
Adjutant-General Hastings says he has 
not declared martial law yet. The soldiers 
are on guard, and no one is permitted be­ 
tween the lines unless they have an order 
from the Adjutant-General. 
HORRIBLE DECOMPOSITION. 
Even the undertakers are unable to re­ 
main at work in the Fourth Ward Morgue 
this morning, owing to the stench. Forty 
bodies in the small school room, all un­ 
known, were taken from the room and 
placed in the front yard. They will be 
kept a day or two longer, but in the hot 
sun decomposition will set in very soon. 
Four bodies were found near the stone 
bridge this morning. 
The body of Benjamin Hoffman, his 
daughter, 20 years oid, and a 3-year-old 
child were found in the large family resi­ 
dence. 
HUMAN DEPRAVITY. 
This morning Chairman Heinz of the Re­ 
lief Committee was informed by several 
Pennsylvania railroad conductors that two 
or three women of questionable character 
arrived last night. The railroad men said 
that from their language they were pro­ 
curesses, who hoped to prey on the un­ 
fortunate young women. Heinz reported 
the matter to the police, who intend to 
warn all suspicious characters to leave the 
town at once. 
KEEPING OUT SIGHT SEERS. 
A wall has been thrown around Johns­ 
town, and nobody can enter it unless it is 
shown he has business in the city. The 
Pennsylvania railway has been 'making 
every effort to keep out the crowd, but the 
Baltimore and Ohio opened yesterday and 
brought in a fiood of people from Somerset 
valley this morning. When General Hast­ 
ings heard of it, he had a conference with 
General Scott and the Pittsburg police, and 
it was decided to send a company of the 
Fourteenth Regiment to Somerset for the 
purpose of preventing any further rush of 
people this way. A committee oi citizens 
accompanied the military, and they will 
stop off at all the stations along the road 
ana remonstrate with the people against 
coming to Johnstown. The crowds of 
curious ones are constantly growing, to the 
hindrance of the work of removing the 
bodies and clearing away the debris. 
BUT ONE BRIDGE LEFT. 
On the Pennsylvania roadside the gates 
are practically shut, and it is hoped this 
move will have some effect on the Balti­ 
more and Ohio. There is but one bridge 
across the Conemaugh and nothing but a 
pass from Adjutant-General Hastings or 
General Scott will carry one over it. 
Gloom settles over Johnstown as the snn 
goes down. The colored laDterns of the 
railroaders being about the only relief to 
the darkness. Superintendent Duncan, of 
the Alleghany County Light Company, is 
still here awaiting the arrival of his engine 
and dynamos which have been blockaded 
in the Pennsylvania freight yards west of 
town. There are tons of supplies in this 
blockade. 
SANITARY COMMISSIONERS. 
The State Board of Health and the Penn­ 
sylvania Railway are to-day busy operating 
in the work of removing the bodies from 
the debris above the stone bridge. Dr. 
Gross, of the Health Board, says there will 
be a thousand men at work here to-mor­ 
row. The sanitary question is the para­ 
mount one of the hour. The State Board 
of Health is looked on as a more potent 
factor than the militia and civic forces. 
This afternoon the work of the Board 
was distributed. Dr. Lee taking the relay 
to Pittsburg with the intention of estab­ 
lishing headquarters in that city. The 
Sanitary Inspectors will be established 
there, half of which will go up the river 
by boat and the remainder take a construc­ 
tion crew up the railroad. 
FCNFRAL PYRES THROUGHOUT THE TALLEY. 
The latter have adopted cremation as 
their cry, and to-morrow night the des­ 
olate valley will be lit up with bonfires of

wreckage which will be the pvre of hun­ 
dreds of dead bodies. 
Dr. Morrell, Deputy Chief of the State 
Board of Health, said to-day : “The point 
has come in this horror when sentiment 
must be laid aside: to endanger the lives of 
the living that the dead may be identified, 
is no longer justifiable, besides the bodies 
are all past being embalmed, and friends 
can scarcely recognize their features any 
longer. Identification is possible only by 
the clothing and jewelry on their persons.” 
THE DANGERS OF AN EPIDEMIC. 
Dr. Groff, who is now in charge of the 
Johnstown Bureau of the State Board of 
Health and Sanitary Inspections, said to 
the Associated Press correspondent this 
afternoon: “ There is no immediate dan­ 
ger of an epidemic in Pittsburg. The dan­ 
ger, said he, “is that the people will be 
scared into being sick. We need thousands 
of men to work on the debris and clear it of 
carcasses.” 
An_inspector who has just arrived lrom 
the Wooddale District reports great destitu­ 
tion. There is nothing in the town but 
flour and br»n aud very little of that. 
About noon to-day it was reported to 
Chief Gogeby, of the Police Committee, 
that a body of alleged rescuers at the foot 
of Main street were removing the jewelry 
from the bodies they carried away. 
Gogeby ordered the police to go and pre­ 
tend to superintend tne work for the pur­ 
pose of apprehending the thieves. Special 
police bad to be selected to prevent the 
stealing from the debris back of the general 
hospital. 
THE LOSSES.

The loss of life in Johnstown proper is 
but little more than guess. It is too large 
a place for anybody to know everybody, 
and the survivors are so scattered that the 
registration of the living, which has 
reached 12.000 in the district, indicates 
nothing. The loss in the smaller towns 
named is obtained from the leading men 
in each, who have in a measure got their 
heads again and are able to think with 
some coolness. 
ANOTHER ESTIMATE. 
P. E. Chapin, of Washington, whc built 
the Gautier Steel Works, and until Jan­ 
uary, 18SS, was General Superintendent of 
the Cambria Iron Works at Johnstown, 
said last evening the loss was about as fol­ 
lows : 
Johnstown proper, $15,000,000; 
Pennsylvania Railroad. $15,000,000; Gau­ 
tier Steel Company, $2.500,000; Cambria 
Iron Company, $500,000. 
The general 
losses at Mineral Point, East Conemaugh, 
Woodville, Conemaugh Borough, Kern­ 
ville, Grubtown, Buckstown, Millville, 
Sheridan and Morrellville, are about $2,­ 
000,000. 
It is doubtful if twenty years will enable 
the valley to recover from this shock. 
INSURANCE MEN’S FIGURES. 
A large number of representatives of 
life, accident and fire insurauce companies 
are here, tryi ng to reach an approximate 
idea of the losses. The greatest uncer­ 
tainty still exists. In many cases whole 
families were extinguished, and the bene­ 
ficiaries reside at such a distance that com­ 
munication with them cannot be had at 
once. To get the number of unrecognized 
dead adds to the complication. The repre­ 
sentative of one fire insurance company 
says that the liabilities of the fire insur­ 
ance companies will be small, because the 
property had all been destroyed bj- water 
before the fire broke out at the bridge. 
The accident policies are supposed to reach 
fully $2,000,000. 
THE HEALTH OUTLOOK. 
The State Health authorities unquestion­ 
ably have a stupendous task here. In ad­ 
dition to the bodies of the dead persons 
there are thousands of carcasses of animals. 
The Sanitary Inspectors yesterday removed 
fifty dead animals from one small space in 
a mass of debris. 
The Surgeon-General at Washington has 
telegraphed that every pound of disinfect­ 
ants procurable at Washington has been 
forwarded and is now on its way here. 
CROWDED CONDITION OF HOUSES. 
In the house-to-house canvass, being or­ 
dered by the sanitary authorities, it was 
found that four and even six families were 
beiDg crowded into a single house. As 
many as fifty slept in one room and the 
doors and windows were left closed to shut 
out stench and dampness. 
Pneumonia is gaining an alarming foot­ 
hold. There are at least one hundred well- 
defined cases in Johnstown. 
The cellars are filled with water, and the 
river bed is filled with bodies. Acres of 
debris contain uncounted bodies which it 
is difficult to locate, if not impossible, be­ 
fore decomposition has already spread dis­ 
ease. 
NO GREAT DANGER FROM EPIDEMIC. 
An officer of the Slate Board of Health 
who inspected the towns above Johnstown 
yesterday, concluded that no great danger 
of epidemic originated above the city, ex­ 
cept perhaps at Rockwood, where an im­ 
mense amount of wreckage was filled with 
dead horses. 
There is great danger to all towns below 
here for many miles, on account of the cer­ 
tain contamination of ail the sources of 
water supply. 
MEASLES AND SORE THROAT. 
In four of the out-lying districts of 
Johnstown visited to-dpy by the Asso­ 
ciated Press correspondent" the affairs 
are brightening slowly and moving 
forward with some system. Supplies have 
arrived at Mineral Point and accommoda­ 
tions are being provided for the survivors. 
The same arrangements are being made at 
Conemaugh and Woodvale. 
One or two cases of pneumonia are re­ 
ported at these places, but none are serious. 
Measles and sore throat have broken out 
among the children, and an epidemic is 
feared. 
NATIONAL RELIEF COMMITTEE. 
The Relief Committee is to be made na­ 
tional in its scope. Action to that effect 
will be taken at a meeting of the Finance 
Committee of the local relief organization 
this evening. The plan was proposed by 
parties high in authority, and has been 
given the official sanction of the Finance 
Committee by the following clauses of this 
afternoon’s resolution : 
The survivors of the flood are now and 
must be for some time wholly dependent 
upon the issue to them of flood and cloth­ 
ing, as there are no goods here except those 
brought by the Relief Committee, and no 
places in which commerce can be carried 
on, and agencies for making such distribu­ 
tions should receive prompt consideration 
STATE REPRESENTATION. 
It is by the unanimous consent of this 
committee that another committee should 
be appointed for this purpose, composed in 
part of citizens of this locality and of mem­ 
bers appointed by the Governors of States 
and by tbe Chambers of Commerce of the 
cities from which contributions have been 
received, or in such other way as will give 
this agency a national character and to as­ 
sure the country that its most generous 
charity will be judiciously and fully ap­ 
plied to the relief of the victims of our un­ 
precedented calamity. 
CASH RECEIPTS. 
Up to to-day the committee has received 
in actual cash contributions $25.796 16, 
with $57.115 45 promised. In addition, the 
greater part of this is represented by tele­ 
grams irorn a distance instructing the com­ 
mittee to draw on certain banks. 
This is an impossibility, as there are no 
banking facilities left here. The committee 
hopes that tbe contributors will forward 
their money by express. To-day J. D. 
Roberts stated that Philadelphia has pro­ 
mised $300,000, which is Dow at tbe dis­ 
posal of tbe committee. 
Governor Beaver has reported $100,000 at 
band, but has Dot made any move to send 


it. so far as known. Pittsburg has about 
$300,000 in receipt. 
A CHANGE OF BASE. 
L D. Smith, of the Gautier Steel Works 
at \\ oodvale, has issued an order request­ 
ing all the employes to report at the mill 
office to-day. The mill, which manufact­ 
ured steel railway specialties, is to be re­ 
moved to Moxham, another suburb of 
Johnstown. 
This will leave only the 
woolen mill and chemical works in Wood­ 
vale. The removal will be a serious blow to 
its future prosperty. The new site is lo­ 
cated on Stone Creek, near Moxham Steel 
Works. 
FORTY CARLOADS OF FOOD AND CLOTHING. 
Captain Logan, at Morrellville, unloaded 
forty cars of relief goods to-day. He ad­ 
vises all goods not to be consigned to him, 
but to send them to the committees, as it 
only creates confusion. Drafts for the re­ 
lief fund should be addressed to James B. 
Scott. 
A carload of supplies was unloaded on 
the track in Johnstown to-day by the Re­ 
lief Committee. There was a rush for the 
goods. The strong overpowered the weak 
aud got the best. A fight occurred at Con- 
nemaugh, Mineral Point and Woodville. 
Provisions aud clothing arc still badly 
needed. 
WOOLEN MILLS BURNED. 
The Byron Kernville woolen mill 
burned to day. For a time it looked as if 
the whole village would be destroyed. The 
mill was a three-story brick, situated in the 
midst of the wrecks of several houses. The 
ruins were on tire several times but extin­ 
guished after a hard fight by the bucket 
brigade. There is a strong movement on 
foot favoring applying the torch to the 
wrecked buildings in Johnstown, aud al­ 
though the suggestion meets with strong 
opposition there is little doubt but the ulti­ 
mate solution of the existing difficulties 
will be by this method. 
CLEARING UP THE WRECK. 
An army of men has been for two days 
employed in clearing tip the wreck in tile 
city proper, and although hundrevls of 
bodies have been recovered, not one-fifth 
of the ground has yet been gone over. 
In many places the rubbish is piled two 
or three feet high, and not infrequently 
there are great drifts which covered nearly 
an acre. 
Narrow passages have been cut through 
in every direction, but the herculean labor 
of removing the rubbish has as yet hardly 
begun. 
At a meeting of the Central Relief Com­ 
mittee, Governor Hasting suggested the ad 
visibility of applying the torch to the great 
sea of waste. 
He explained that this was the only way 
for the great work to be accomplished, if it 
were hoped to thoroughly clear every por­ 
tion of tbe debris, and insisted it would 
take 50,000 men months to complete the 
task. 
A PROPOSITION TO CREMATE. 
A motion was made that after forty-eight 
hours’ further search of the debris of the 
city that it be consumed by fire. Engines 
are to be on hand to play upon the valua­ 
ble buildings that might be ignited by the 
general conflagration. 
Those whose relatives or friends still rest 
beneath the wreck remonstrated strongly 
against such summary action. 
The physicians warned the committee 
that further exposure of the putrid bodies 
could have but one result—the 
TYPHUS OR SOME OTHER EPIDEMIC 
Equally fatal to its victims. Although the 
proposition to burn the wreck was de­ 
feated, it was evident the movement was 
gaining many adherents, and the result 
will doubtless be that iu a few days the 
torch will be applied. 
At Minerva 786 bodies were consigned to 
the earth to-day from the morgues about 
town. 
This army of dead was placed in 
trenches. Less than 100 has been recog­ 
nized by friends, and none of them were 
claimed for private burial. However, as 
in a majority of instances, the survivors 
were too poor to stand the expense. 
There is an unusual amount of sickness 
about Kernville. Physicians claim that 
several hundred 
CASES OF PNEUMONIA 
Exist. Children are also afflicted with 
measles and kindred complaints. The re­ 
action, now that the great shock has passed 
in a measure, has left hundreds of the sur­ 
vivors with their nervous forces badly 
shattered and broken. 
Johnstown and the adjoining villages are 
new under military and police regulations. 
Each place has been provided with men 
enough to keep out all intruders, and none 
save those who are actually employed are 
allowed to remain. 
The officers are arresting men every 
hour. Some of them on the slightest pro­ 
vocation. In all cases where ¿he offense is 
trivial the victims are pressed in to work 
with the relief gangs. Notices were posted 
in all the morgues to-day stating that after 
to-day bodies would be "held only twenty- 
four hours f ir identification. Ii at the ex­ 
piration of that time they are not recog­ 
nized 
THEY ARE PHOTOGRAPHED 
And the photograph bears the same 
number as the morgue number of the 
corpse. 
Recognition is a difficult matter, as the 
bodies are most terribly bruised and dis­ 
colored when recovered. 
The work of 
blasting the gorge at the Pennsylvania 
bridge was prosecuted to-day with much 
better success than on any previous day. 
Several nien armed with poles were busy 
pushing the logs loosened by the blast out 
into tbe stream so they would float away. 
AN OLD SETTLER’S OPINION. 
Thomas Jacobs, of Morrellville, is one of 
the oldest inhabitants of CoDemaugh val­ 
ley. He said to-day the water ot the river 
was much higher in 1837 than on last Fri­ 
day, even after ¡be break. “ The whole 
trouble about this deplorable affair,” he 
continued, “ seems to be from the narrow­ 
ing of the channel of the river and the de­ 
flection of its course. I remember well 
when tbe channel ran down where the 
mill below the bridge now stands. 
ALWAYS A RAPID STREAM. 
“ The Conemaugh always has been a 
shallow stream. After heavy rainfalls it 
rises rapidly, as all mountain streams. Its 
water shed is largely hillsides, so con­ 
structed that the water runs down rapidly, 
causing quick rises and turbulent currents. 
“ Primarily I hold the Cambria Iron Com­ 
pany responsible for the narrowing of the 
channel. Secondly, the South Fork Club 
for not having made the dam secure be­ 
yond all possibility of break, especially 
when they caused the dam to be enlarged 
by raising its breast, and third, the Penn­ 
sylvania Railway for having constructed a 
viaduct with such arches, low arches, and 
with ribs calculated to catch pieces of drift­ 
wood if they happen to strike diagonally 
on the piers. The dam made by George 
Bridge is what engulfed the town.” 
NO INQUESTS TO BE HELD. 
There will be no ¡Dquest on the bodies 
of those rescued from the floods. The law 
of this State does not require it. The re­ 
sponsibility for the disaster, which can be 
directly traced to the insecure condition of 
the Conemaugh Lake dam, will never be 
legally fiied unless the survivors take indi­ 
vidual action. 
The Committee on Supplies ask outside 
cities not to relax their efforts in forward­ 
ing provisions and clothing for the next 
sixty days. 
Company F of the Fourteenth Regiment 
was ordered on duty to-day at Somerset to 
prevent a train bearing 1,560 sightseers 
from coming to Johnstown. No one will 
be allowed to pass the picket lines except 
residents of this place and those coming 
looking for relatives or friends among the 
dead. 
A PPEA L FO R A ID . 
Tlie Poor M ust Nut Starve—T hey M ust be 
T aken Care Of. 
P ittsburg, June 6th.—Contributions are 
coming in rapidly for the relief of tbe 
Johnstown sufferers. It is estimated at the 
Chamber of Commerce that $300,000 has 
been subscribed. Chairman McCrearv of 
tbe Relief Committee to-nigbt issued a"cir­ 
cular in which he states that it will require 
10,000 men to clear the wreck along 
the ten 
miles of destruction 
and 
place 
the 
city 
in 
a 
safe 
sani­ 
tary condition. This will cost doable the 
amount now in the hands of the commit­ 
tee and leaves nothing for the sufferers 
and the destitute, which is very great, all 
of which has been carefully attended to. 
The destitute are brought to the city, 
clothed, fed and housed, or sent free to 
friends all over the land. YVe ask the 


generous subscriptions which are coming 
from all over the county to he continued 
until sufficient funds are provideil to com­ 
plete the above want.

Pittsbckg, May 6th.—An interview has 
been printed in the Commercial with John 
G. Porke, Jr., civil engineer, who was en­ 
caged on the grounds of the South Fork 
Y". • “ e.saystbat the dam was in perfect 
condition I hursdav night, the water not 
being within seven feet of the top. The 
next morning, there having been a hard 
ram on Thursday night, there was a flood, 
and the water had risen to withiu four feet 
ot the top of the dam. He rode to the 
head of the lake and saw the woods were 
boiling full of waier. TheSouth Fork and 
Muddy Run. which emptied into the lake 
were fetching down trees, logs, cut timber 
and sttifl trom the sawmill that was up in 
the woods in that direction. This was 
about i ;o0 o clock. 
TRYING TO RELIEVE THE PRESSURE. 
Thirty men were at once put to work to 
strengthen the dam and to dig a channel at 
the west end of tbe dam to make a sluice­ 
way there. There were about three feet of 
shale rock through which it was possible 
to cut, but then we struck bed-rock that it 
was impossible to get into without blasting 
" l!cn we got tbe channel opened the water 
soon scoured down to bed rock and a 
stream twenty feet wide and three deep 
rushed out on that eud of the dam. while 
the weir was letting out an eooriuons quan­ 
tity on the other end. Notwithstanding 
these outlets the water kept rising at the 
rate of about ten inches an hour. 
THE WARNING OF THE PEOPLE. 
Four hours alter tbe work was bemiu 
Porke concluded it was impossible to save i 
the dam. It was then that lie galloped 
down the road to Soulh Fork to warn the 
people of (lie danger. 
AH people of South 
rork nao time to remove to the high 
ground and take all their goods. The ouly 
person drowned at South Fork was in at- 
renipiing to fish something from the flood 
The telegraph tower at South Fork is a 
mile from town, ami I sent two men theie 
to have messages sent to Johnstown and 
other points below. I heard that the lafly- 
operator fainted when she had sent off’ the 
news and had to be carried off. It was just 
12 o clock when the telegraph messages 
were sent out, so that the people of Johns­ 
town hail over three hours’ warning. 
As I rode back to tbe dam I expected al­ 
most every moment to meet the lake com­ 
ing down on me, but the dam was still in­ 
tact, although the water had reached the 
top. 
A FLOOD POURING OVER ITS TOP. 
At 1 o clock Mr. Porke walked over the 
top of the dam. At that time the water 
was three inches deep on it and was gradu­ 
ally eating away the earth on the outer face. 
As the stream rolled down the outer face it 
kept wearing down the edge of the em­ 
bankment, and I saw it was merely a ques­ 
tion of time. I went up to the club-house 
and got dinner, and when I returned I saw 
that a great deal more of the outer edge of 
the dam had crumbled away. At a rough 
guess I should say there wire 60,000,000 
tons of water in that lake and the pressure 
of the mass of water was increased by 
floods from two streams pouring into it. 
But the dam would have stood could the 
level of tüe lake been kept below the top 
of the dam. The friction of the water 
pouring over the dam gradually wore it 
away from the outer face until the top be­ 
came so thin that it gave way. The water 
in the dam did not go over. 
THE FATAL HOUR. 
The break took place at 3 o’clock. It 
was about ten feet wide at first, and shal­ 
low, but now that the flood bad made a 
gap it grew wider with increasing rapidity 
and the lake went roaring down the val­ 
ley. That three miles of water was drained 
out in forty-five minutes. The downfall of 
those millions of tons was simply irresist­ 
ible. Stones from the dam and'bowlders 
in the river bed were carried miles. Trees 
went down like you might cut mullin- 
stalks with the swish of your cane. It was 
a terrible sight. 
A not lier Town W iped Ont. 
W illia m spo r t (Da.). June 6th—Word 
has been received from the Crescent Nan 
Works, on the Northern Central Railway, 
that that place has been nearly all washed 
away. Many of the houses ami part of the 
nail works are gone. The population took 
refuge in the church on the side hill, and 
are left entirely destitute. Most of the 
men of the town have gone to work along 
the railroad, helping in repairing, but their 
families are left wherever they can find 
shelter.

H is A ccount W ith O ne B roker’s Firm in 
C hicago. 
C hicago, June 6th.—In the Cronin in­ 
quest to-day the cashier of John T. Lester 
& Co.. brokers, testified that between June 
1. 1882, and April 13, 1883, Alexander Sulli­ 
van paid to the firm on deals $133,800, and 
drew out $129,000, showing a net loss of 
about $4.500. 
One of Lester & Co.’s bookkeepers was 
put on the stand and proceeded to read an 
abstract of the transactions in stocks which 
Sullivan had with the firm during the 
period mentioned. The list was long and 
was not all read. Captain Thomas G. 
O’Connor, a member of the Clan-na-Gael, 
said that in 1885 a man came to see him. 
This man he believed lived in Philadel­ 
phia, but he could not remember his name. 
The man told him that some men were 
going across the water, and chances were 
that he (the witness) would be called on 
to go. 
O’Connor mentioned this to his friend 
Cronin, who advised him not to go. That 
there were* enough good, honest Irish­ 
men behind the English bars who had 
been given away as soon as they arrived, 
and that he did not believe in the dyna­ 
mite policy. The stranger saw the witness 
in Dr. Cronin’s company and did not come 
to see him again. The only other notable 
witness 
of 
to-day was 
John 
F. 
Biggs, 
a lawyer and Senior Guard­ 
ian (presiding office) of Camp No. 
20, 
Clan-na-Gael. 
Biggs was cross­ 
examined in a way that for freedom and 
scope could scarcely be surpassed. 
He 
testified that P. H. Sullivan, the ice-man, 
is a member of Camp No. 20. Other than 
this the relevancy of the bulk of witness’ 
testimony was not apparent at this stage. 
“ Mr. Sullivan never drew a check in fa­ 
vor of any syndicate of bucket-shop men 
for any sum until he had the money in 
hand from them to meet it. Coincident 
with the time he was thus acting as agent 
for bucket-shop men, he received from 
Patrick Egan a large sum ot money, of 
which he was the custodian. 
“ This fund was transferred from Paris 
to New York and thence to Chicago, where 
it was deposited in the Traders’ Bank. 
Sullivan, knowing that no loss would 
occur to him personally from Lester it 
Co.'s transactions, it mattered little what 
bank he drew money from. He always 
had syndicate money in hand before draw­ 
ing a check to the order of their broker.” 
Witness declared himself a friend of 
Alexander Sullivan. 
The Daily Xeivs to-morrow will say: “It 
does not appear that the Irish cause lost 
any money by Alexander Sullivan’s bank­ 
ing operation’s. Mr. Sullivan when asked 
what bank his account was transferred to 
from the Traders’, promptly replied to the 
Chicago National. 
Lawyer A. S. Trnde, speaking for Mr. 
Sullivan in an interview, said: “ Mr.Sulli­ 
van was simply an agent of the persons or 
combination desiring to operate on the 
Board of Trade, and "his receipts all sho w 
the word ‘ agent.’ 
Mr. Sullivan did 
Dot know anything about speculations 
of this character, and probably could not 
tell a ‘put’ from a 'call.’ His name 
was simply used on Lester & Co.’s books by 
a syndicate ot bucketshop men in 
order that they might do business on 
Board of Trade when their orders 
made it necessary for them to do so. 
The syndicate was made up of such 
firms as Murphy it Co. Mr. Sullivan met 
some of these parties in his law practice, 
and was given large sums of monev, with 
explicit written directions what to do with 
it. They or their customers were gainers 
or losers by the transactions made by 
Lester <& Co., not Alexander Sullivan. The 
pnblic knows very well that the Board of 
Trade would not sanction Lester & Co. or 
sdv other firm doing an open business for 
a bucket-shop, and this was the reason for 
the concealment and use of Mr. SullivaD’s 
name.”

ADMINISTRATION OF DFT.TFF FUNDS. 


\ \ hile the sym pathies of the people of 
th e U nited States are deep and broad, and 
M’.eir charity of the noblest order, and 
.h e ir outpouring of money for the dis­ 
tressed unparalleled, there nevertheless is 
entertained by not a few fears that where 
such vast snms are contributed as for the 
relief of the sufferers by flood in Pennsyl­ 
vania and M aryland, some of the money 
w ill fail of the object for which it is col- 
i 3Cted. 
I t is accepted by a very consider­ 
able num ber of people th a t some portion 
of the charity fund will be m isapplied; 
or, worse, abstracted and converted to the 
’.ses of some of the handlers. 
Suspicious 
if these possibilities have been communi­ 
cated to us. 
Ve have no hesitation in pronouncing 
rea.'s of th a t order unworthy, and such 
suspicions of m aladm inistration of the re- 
ief funds groundless. 
W e do not recall a 
Aiugle instance in which there has been 
■s ilfu l misuse of funds raised for relief in 
great calamities. 
The truth is, t hat in all 
hese splendid charities there is such pul>- 
iieltT of contribution, and such public 
knowledge of the application made of 
¿hem. th a t even if disposed there is very 
little opportunity for the custodians to 
m isappropriate the funds. 
T he vast sum 
collected for the relief of the sufferers by 
;he Chicago fire was accounted for to the 
a t c e n t; 
the relief accorded to Jackson­ 
ville and to Charleston was so disbursed 
th a t not a penny went wrong—and so, in 


¿ 11 ether cases th at we can recall, the com­ 
m ittees receiving the funds have faithfully 
and honestly accounted for every dollar. 
T h ey may have been imposed upon iu the 
distribution of relief—doubtless were, but 
th a t they have ever been guilty of abuse 
of the trust reposed in them we not only 
doubt, but cannot learn th at such has ever 
been the case. 
I is an age of suspicion ; there is much 
e ii se for it, since official corruption and 
oublic venality have become 
rank in 
grow th, and have put nearly all men in ­ 
trusted with public responsibilities under 
the eye of suspicion, however unjustly it 
m ay operate, 
(iovernor Beaver, of Penn­ 
sylvania, to whom the relief funds for the 
Pennsvvania sufierers are in large part 
■' rwarded, is sensible of this spirit of dis­ 
trust, and has announced that the adm in­ 
istration of all the funds is to he prose­ 
cuted through the State Board of C har­ 
ities, a body of men of high character and 
tried integrity and capacity. 
T he work 
c i this Board is supplemented by the sev­ 
e r .1 R elief Committees of the chief cities, 
md the direct application of the funds 
will be made through responsible local 
' dies. 
Through all these channels every 
doll r will be checked by vouchers, and an 
accurate account kept of all details of dis­ 
bursement. The Pennsylvania State Board 
of Charities is, as we happen to know, one 
-if the most trustw orthy, best organized 
• n i experienced arm s of charity in the 
world. 
Its record is of a very high order, 
aid the people of the Keystone State place 
im plicit trust in it. 
There is, therefore, 


10 reason to entertain for ail instant the 
hadow of a doubt that a single dollar sent 
-m to relieve the distressed people of Con- 
omaugh valley will lie misappropriated. 


\ signal instance of the faithfulness 
with which public committees of relief in 
this country prove loyal to their trust is 
th a t of the Jacksonville (Florida) Aux- 
i ary Sanitary Association, that had to do 
■-’th yellow fever epidemic of 1888. 
We 
•lave the report of that Association before us, 
-i having been received but yesterday. 
It 
_s a volume of some 
100 compact pages. 
It is as complete, exhaustive and compre­ 
hensible an account of the adm inistration 
of the funds sent from all over the United 
states for relief of sutlering in .Jackson­ 
> ille, as could be demanded by the most 
exacting accountant, and th e whole is 
given over the signatures of the several 
• •nimittc 's and with proof- of verity in 
olenitude. 
The report gives a fidl history of the 
epidem ic and a record from day to day of 
every step taken by every local, general, 
public or private organization te> stay the 
plague or to relieve sufierers. 
Not only is 
th e report exhaustive as to .lacksonville 
but as to all other Florida communities 
visited by the fever. 
Indeed the detail of 
correspondence, of costs, of treatm ent, of 
quarantne, of supplies purchased and of 
whom and prices paid, and a hundred 
o ther m atters i> absolutely wearisome. Not 
only is every donation of money or sup­ 
plies set forth, hut the person who made 
the donation is named wherever it has 
been possible to obtain the original lists. 
From this report we ascertain that the re­ 
ceipts from the distant parts of the coun­ 
try were as follows—cash and supplies;

with the place of his residence, and every 
detail essential to conveying a full knowl­ 
edge of the relief given and the lieneficial 
results flowing from the charity. 
From 
this volume, which is a monument of in­ 
dustry and faithful devotion to the cause 
of humanity, we learn that the cash dona­ 
tions, memliership fees, supplies, and dues 
from the Fnited States Marine Hospital 
service amounted to $570,629 90. 
The 
disbursements 
for 
sanitation, 
sanitary 
police, property destroyed, hospitals, suf­ 
ferers in towns and counties, amounted to 
$486,077 06, leaving on hand $24,752 84- 
and due to the committee from the United 
States Hospital service $10,460 17 in addi­ 
tion. 
All this is gratifying, and ought to 
aflbrd the donors of the magnificent charity 
great satisfaction. 
It ought to do a great 
deal more—give the ]>eople confidence in 
their fellows and perfect repose in the 
faith that the far greater money charity 
now being extended to the people of Penn­ 
sylvania and Maryland will be applied 
wisely and accounted for to the last cent.

W ill J. Davis, proprietor and manager of 
the H aym arket Theater, Chicago, accom­ 
panied by C. E. Cook, of the Baldwin T hea­ 
ter, San Francisco, arrived in Sacramento 
yesterday and

tem porarily at the 
Golden Eagle, where Mr. Davis was met 
by a R ecobd-U n io n reporter last evening. 
Mr. Davis, during an interesting chat, 
proved 
an 
entertainer, principally 
by 
reason of the fact that he had not been in 
California for ten years, and it was there­ 
fore pleasurable to hear him dilate upon 
the wonderful 
im provem ents that bad 
taken place in this State in the iast decade. 
“ W hen I first came to California,” said 
Mr. Davis, “ fourteen years ago, I brought 
a novelty— no other than the Original 
Georgias, the first troupe of genuine darkys 
that ever gave minstrelsy on this coast. 
A lthough it was a good sized company 
the principal expense was the travel, as gen­ 
uine talent in the East at that time was a 
drug and very cheap. The weekly salary 
list of the whole company did not equal 
the am ount of money Mr. Haverly was 
paying Emerson, but the darkys were do­ 
ing all the business. 
8 0 great was the 
curiosity to see them , and so cheap was 
the company, that we resolved to play 
every town on the coast that had a public 
hall. This.involved some rough traveling, 
but I was young and careless and didn’t 
m ind tbe fatigues of the trips, some of 
which I rem ember distinctly, for on one 
occasion we barely escaped being held up 
stage robbers in the Tehachapi country. 
“ Now railroads stretch out in every 
direction. Cities have sprung up that were 
not on the map then. The only things 
that look natural are the ‘everlasting hills.’ 
Los Angeles presents the greatest change to 
me. I could not find anything fam iliar 
there but the old Pico House, now closed. 
The entire San Gabriel valley was a sur­ 
prise. Riverside was unknow n. Pasadena 
likewise, though I think the growth at the 
latter place an unhealthy one. 
“ Sacramento looks very m uch the same 
in the business 
quarter, 
though won­ 
derfully improved in the m atter of resi­ 
dences. 
The M etropolitan Theater was 
nere then, but not the very elegant Metro­ 
politan of to-day. San Francisco, like this 
city, is readily recognized in the business 
quarter, but its clianges in the residence 
quarter is simply marvelous, and its sys­ 
tem of cable-cars a positive wonder. 
We 
think we have cable street railways in Chi­ 
cago, but we haven’t. 
“ I have traveled about the State a great 
deal the past m onth and I don’t think 
there’s another railway system in America 
like the Southern Pacific. The equipm ent 
is unexcelled and the managem ent appar­ 
ently perfect, and when one stops to con­ 
sider the advantages otfered in California 
in the way of railway travel and hotel ac­ 
commodations, I 
can 
see nothing to 
prevent this State becoming a paradise for 
tourists. Hotels like the Coronado, the 
Del Monte and the new house at San Ra- 
tael have no counterparts in the Eastern 
resorts.” 
“ Do you observe much change in the 
people themselves, Mr. Davis ?” 
"Yes, a great change. 
For instance, in 
Los Angeles the Spanish elem ent is almost 
lost sight of. There seems a greater influx 
of Eastern people. 
W hen I was first here 
the Southern element seemed to predom­ 
inate—or at least was more noticeable— 
possibly because of the patois in their 
speech which always arrests attention. 
There is yet another change. Twelve years 
ago Flood and O'Brien, Mackay and Fair 
were great m en. Not once have I heard 
either name this time. I think the celebri- 
tes just now are named Choynski and Cor­ 
bett, w ith an occasional reference to men 
named Dempsey and La Blanche greeting 
the 1 observant ear,’ which goes to show 
that one has but to be ‘ way up ’ in his par­ 
ticular line to comm and attention in Cali­ 
fornia—possibly I should say San F ran­ 
cisco in this connection. 
“All in all, I am greatly impressed with 
California, so m uch so that whenever pos­ 
sible during the season that my theater is 
closed I shall spend my vacation on the Pa­ 
cific slope. I had rather have the clear, bra­ 
cing air of California one sum m er than a 
round of the most fashionable resorts 
of all Europe.” 
"Is your theater closed now ?” was asked 
of Mr. Davis. 
“It closed last Saturday. 
I left Chicago 
a few weeks prior to the closing, because 
AI. H aym an, proprietor of the Baldwin 
and New California theaters, and myself 
had secured the Bostonian English Opera 
Company for a ten weeks’ tour west of Chi­ 
cago, and I came along to personally direct 
the affairs of the enterprise. The company 
soon appear here, but as we have been 
playing a long engagement in San F ran­ 
cisco, and as this is a reading public, I’m 
not going to talk about the Bostonians 
more than to say we are turning away 
almost as many people as we accommodate 
every night at the New California." 
Air. Davis is the husband of tbe contralto 
donna Jessie Bartlett Davis, well remem- 
b?red by Sacramentans as the leading lady 
artist of the first Carleton Opera Company. 
The lady has m any friends here. 
A young lad of five is traveling with Mr. 
Davis, whose striking likeness to the con­ 
tralto proclaims him the son and heir. The 
visit to Sacramento 13 a flying one, as Mr, 
Davis, because of the serious illness of Mr. 
H aym an, is compelled to hasten on to Salt 
Lake and Denver. H e will return to San 
Francisco this morning, and leave for the 
East im mediately after the close of the 
opera engagement at the New California 
Saturday night. 


OLD JA N E JU LL. 


Iteiim rk ab le S to ry o f a T ra v e lin g V a­ 
g ra n t. 
I Woodland Mail, June 5th. j 
“Old Jane Jull, the M idnight Spectre," 
as she is called, who was run out of Wood­ 
land by tbe officers Monday, has a very 
strange history. H er name is not Jane 
Ju ll—it is Catherine W arner, and she is a 
relative of H. H . W arner, the patent m edi­ 
cine man of Rochester, N. Y. The woman 
conies from the South, where other m em ­ 
bers of her family live upon the rem nants 
of a shattered fortune. The woman is 52 
years of age, and for thirty years she has 
been a wanderer, homeless and nameless. 
In 1857 there lived iu one of the central 
counties of Georgia the family of W arner, 
consisting of father, mother, son and two 
daughters. 
The eldest of these was Cath­ 
erine. Yt'hen she liad reached the age of 
20 years she was married to a planter by 
the nam e of Cornwall. 
For a year she 
lived with her husband in blissful, indo­ 
lent contentment. 110 troubles flitting over 
the serene sky of her life, and no sound 
harsher than the song of the mocking bird 
disturbing her dreams. 
One day there 
came, like a ray of sum m er light, a little 
visitor to the house of Cornwall. The 
father was away, but in the evening he re­ 
turned and then there was a scene of quiet 
rpjoicing in the stately mansion. 
Two 
weeks passed, and a cloud seemed to settle 
upon the household. 
The father went 
about with a dark, suspicious look on his 
face, and the nurses and servants were in 
a state of dread. 
Finally the storm btoke. 
Cornwall sent for the parents of bis bride 
and told them they must care for her and 
her child in future, for his supposed heir 
unmistakably had negro blood in its veins, 
and the thick lips and wooly hair of the 
infant, he coldly said, were eloquent of his 
wife's infidelity. In vain poor Catherine 
pleaded. 
In vain her mother shrieked and 
wept. Cornwall wa9 firm, aud old W arner, 
pale and ghastly as deatL-, sided with him 
and said his daughter should never again 
enter his door. 
She was sent forth a wan­ 
derer and her child was given to a female 
slave. 
Catherine W arner went to New Orleans, 
and in that city of gilded wickedness was 
soon lost to her former self. 
Among the 
sirens of the New Paris she soon figured as 
a leader, and was not unknow n on the 
great river steamers, where tim e and again 
sbe assisted to rob unsuspecting travelers 
In 1863 old W arner died, following close 
upon the footsteps of bis wife, son and 
child, who had succumbed to som ede-troy- 
ing disease. 
On his deathbed old W arner 
sent for a Notary and bad him take down 
in writing the fact that negro blood was in 
his veins and negro cunning was in his 
brain. 
His daughter Catherine bad been 
true to her husband, but the unbolv secret 
of the grandfather had b°en revealed in 
his daughter's child. 
Fearful of losing so­ 
cial caste if he confessed that it was his 
blood and not the honor of his daughter 
which was larnished, he allowed her to be 
reviled and spat upon and driven from her 
home to ruin. After this confession had 
been taken, an effort was made to find and 
save Catherine. 
Her f rm er husband (he 
had early secured a divorce) was appealed 
to, and he found her at Baton Rouge, but 
she had fallen too low, aud he left her in 
her living grave of sin. 
From thm time 
to this she has wandered all over the 
United States. To-day she may be in San 
Francisco and the next day in Savannah. 
How she travels no one knows, but she 
never seems embarrassed for a way to leave 
or reach a town. W hen in a city or town 
she may always be found in the neighbor­ 
hood of houses of ill-fame, and here it was 
the W oodiand officers found her on Sun­ 
day night. On Monday she left for the 
norih, and within a week may be heard of 
' in Victoria or Chicago.

Tlie Fourth oí July Executive Commit 
tee m et last evening at C. W . Baker's 
office. 
M ayor Gregory, the 
Chairman 
called on W . S. Leake, of the Finance Com­ 
m ittee, for a report. 
Mr. Leake said that since the last meet 
ing he had called upon Trustee McLaughlin 
in regard to the city furnishing a portion 
of the funds, and the latter, after thinking 
the m utter over, made a proposition that if 
it was possible to borrow $1,000 until they 
were able to pay it back he would vote for 
the donation. Mr. Leake then found 
party who was willing to lend the money 
w ithout interest, and he informed the T rus­ 
tee of this fact. Mr. M cLaughlin said he 
would see his colleague, Trustee Wolf, 
about the m atter, and after doing so both 
came to the conclusion that they could not 
give a cent, and they so informed Mr. 
Leake, at the same time telling him that it 
would be useless to press them further in 
the matter. 
This fully settled the question as to 
w hether or not the citv would furnish the 
funds. 
C. K. MeClatchy then moved that the 
following committees be appointed to do 
the canvassing, and the motion was carried

_ These committees will commence work 
im m ediately, and those who are on the list 
to canvass in the First W ard will meet at 
th e Postoffice to-day at 10 o'clock. 
Mr. Lubin thought canvassing comm it­ 
tees should be appointed throughout the 
county, but it was the general opinion that 
not much benefit would be derived there­ 
from , and the matter was dropped. 
Chairm an Cronch, of the Music Commit­ 
tee, stated that he had secured the services 
oi the First A rtillery and H ussar Bauds, 
and was comm unicating with a drum corps 
in W oodiand and a band at Roseville. 
Each of the bands engaged would charge 
$10 per m an for the parade and $3 for each 
the afternoon concert and fireworks in the 
evening. Figuring eighteen nieu to each 
band, and engaging one to discourse music 
at the afternoon entertainm ent and another 
at the fireworks, the total cost would be 
$468. 
C. K. MeClatchy, as Chairm an of the 
Firew orks Ccmmittee, stated that the con­ 
tract for furnishing the fireworks display’ 
on the evening of the Fourth had been 
awarded to N athan A Be Young for the 
sum of $S00. 
The Program m e Committee subm itted a 
pian of entertainm ent for the day as com­ 
plete as could be made out at the present 
tim e. First, the parade in the morning, 
headed hv mounted police and followed by 
th e Hussars. Governor and stall, Fourth 
Brigade stall, First Artillery Regiment, the 
different societies and orders, Fire D epart­ 
m ent. Italian m ilitary company, carriages, 
etc. There will probably be no flats. 
Exercises would then beheld in the new 
pavilion in the afternoon, at which all the 
school-children would be present in a body 
and take par: in the entertainm ent. Fire­ 
works in the evening would conclude the 
day’s celebration. 
Thirteen salutes will be fired from a 
cannon at sunrise, at noon and at sunset, 
under the ausnices of Captain John Cook 
of Company B. 
Mr. Lubm made a suggestion that hacks 
be hired by the commiitee for the Super­ 
visors, and that they be given a prom inent 
place in the procession in consideration of 
their liberal donation. The Trustees could 
pay for their own hacks. 
Sir. Leake thought that both the County 
and City Fathers should take part iu the 
procession and the exercises, but they 
ought to pay their own hack hire. 
County Superintendent Howard was del­ 
egated to invite and receive all of the 
county school children who would come 
here on that day. 
The songs to be sung by the school-chil­ 
dren will all be national airs, and the audi­ 
ence will be invited to join in the chorus. 
T he baud has volunteered to rehearse with 
the singers before the day arrives. 
Sir. Leake -rated that Architect H am il­ 
ton had told him that if desired he would 
superintend the construction of seats in the 
new Pavilion gratis, and see that no acci­ 
dent wonld happen for want of diligence 
m properly bracing them . His offer was 
accepted with thanks. 
M r. Lubin made a few suggestions as to 
the order of entertainm ent and necessary 
requisites at the Pavilion. 
There ought to 
be a sounding board over the platform 
from which the speaking would be done, 
and aii the seats should be so arranged 
that a person could easily pass between the 
ai.-des. 
W ater barrels should he stationed 
in ditlerent parts of the building. 
In the order of entertainm ent there 
could be a tug-of-war between Democratic 
and Republican factions, a children's foot­ 
race. thirteen boys and girls dressed in cos­ 
tum e representative of the colonies, a 
bicycle tournam ent, singing, novel danc­ 
ing by foreigners and other features. 
It was estimated that the cost of fixing 
up the Pavilion would be in the neighbor­ 
hood of $600. 
An effort will be made to have some of 
the lum ber companies donate the use of 
planking, etc , for the entertainm ent, the 
comm ittee to pay for all that may be dam ­ 
aged, and also fur the hauling. 
11 r. Lubin stated that a clergyman had 
expressed a doubt as to w hether or not any 
conspicuous jollity should be indulged in 
on that day in consideration of the terrible 
calaruitv that had ,befallen so m any people 
in the East. 
Mr. Beard thought that July 4th should 
be observed at ail times, and children 
should be brought up to honor the day. 
It was stated that the Grand Marshal was 
considering the advisability of appointing 
young ladies as aids, and ail agreed that it 
would be a novel plan. 
After some further discussion the m eet­ 
ing adjourned to meet next Wednesday 
evening.

During the session that followed this in­ 
formal talk there was a further discussion 
among the mem bets concerning the prob­ 
able cost of the proposed 
advertising. 
Cnairman Tebbets said he had looked into 
the m atter to some extent, and thought 
perhaps the expense would not exceed $100, 
or thereabouts.

AN OFFICE IN DISPUTE. 


D r. L a in e S ues to O ust I»r. T y rre ll F ro m 
th e S ta te H o ard o f H e a lth . 
There were filed yesterday in the office of 
the Clerk of the Superior Court the papers 
in a suit by J. R. Laine against G. G. T yr­ 
rell, in which the name of the State is used 
as plaintiff, by consent of the Attorney- 
General. The suit is brought by Dr. Laine 
to have the Courts determine whether him ­ 
self or Dr. Tyrrell is entitled to mem ber­ 
ship on the State Board of H ealth. In 
November, 1884, Dr. Tyrrell was appointed 
a mem ber of the Board to succeed Dr. F. 
W . H atch, deceased. 
Dr. Laine claims 
that the tpnu of Dr. Tyrrell expired with 
the adjournm ent of the Legislature on the 
18th of March following, and has ever 
since been vacant. 
On the 18th of March, 1889, Governor 
WatermaH appointed Dr. Laine to the said 
office, and the latter duly qualified. 
He 
claims that he is entitled to the place, and 
that on the 15th day of May last he de­ 
manded of the defendant the possession of 
the said office, which said demand was 
wholly refused, and the said defendant 
still continnes—the complaint savs—“to 
usurp, hold and exercise the said office 
and the functions thereof, to the exclusion 
of the said J. R. Laine.” 
Wherefore 
plaintiff prays the judgm ent of the Court 
to the effect that the said defendant is not 
entitled to the said office, and that he be 
ousted and excluded therefrom; that the 
said J. R. Laine is entitled to the said 
office, and that he be admitted to the same 
and to the right to exercise the functions 
thereof, and that plaintiff recover the costs 
of suit. 
Attorney-General Johnson and A. L. 
H art appear as counsel for the plaintiff. 
The plaintiff has given a bond in ‘the sum 
of $500 to cover any possible costs or dam ­ 
ages that may accrue against him iu the 
trial of the suit. 


IT SHOULD BE BUILT. 


T he

tlio 
Proposed New 
Hospital 
County Jail. 
For some tim e past considerable discus­ 
sion has been indulged in over the advisa 
bility of erecting on addition to the county 
jail to serve as a hospital. The present ar­ 
rangem ents for caring for sick prisoners are 
very far from satisfactory. 
Indeed, it may 
almost be said that there are no snch ar­ 
rangements, aside from the free dispensary 
supported there at the joint expense of the 
city and county. 
Dr. Nichols, the City Physician, has for­ 
m ulated plans for a suitable building for 
purpose named, and has informally 
the 
subm itted the same to the Board of Super­ 
visors. The members of the Board have 
expressed a favorable opinion of the doc­ 
tor’s plans, and it is to be hoped that the 
erection of the building may be begun at 
the earliest day practicable. 
The proposed edifice is to be thirty-three 
feet long, 
twenty-nine feet 
wide, and 
twenty-five feet high. It contemplates all 
the possible advantages of light and venti­ 
lation, and is to be fitted with all the con­ 
veniences requisite in an institution of the 
kind. A separate departm ent for women— 
which, of course, ought to be considered 
indispensable—is included in the plans, 
and all the details are provided for a thor­ 
oughly complete hospital building. 
Contractors are now figuring upon the 
plans, and although it is certain that no 
move will be made in the m atter until af­ 
ter the commencement of the next fiscal 
ear (July 1st), there is every reason to 
hope that this positive necessity at the 
county jail will be one of our accessions in 
the not far distant future. The need of it 
has long been known, and the supplying 
of that need should be delayed no longer 
than absolutely unavoidable.

cam e to him an d asked h im to speak to her 
husband about the habit of arsenic-eating, 
to w hich she said he was addicted. 
M ay­ 
brick had acknow ledged to w itness th at he 
had struck his wife and given her a black 
e y ed u rin g a q u a rrela b o u t agentlem an. T he 
w itness fu rth er stated th at Mrs. M aybrick 
had expressed to him h er repugnance to­ 
w ards her husband, and wished th at she 
could obtain a separation from him . 
Dr. H um phreys, w ho had also attended 
M aybrick, testified th at shortly before th e 
p atien t’s death he had given directions for 
a few drops o f solution of arsenic to be a d ­ 
m inistered hourly to the sick m an. 
A w aiter in th e hotel identified B rierly 
as th e m an w ho was w ith M rs. M aybrick 
tw o days as her husband in M arch last. 
T his testim ony elicited groans and hisses, 
and the C oroner threatened to clear the 
Court. 
A letter was read w hich M rs. M aybrick 
wrote to B rierly from th e jail, appealing 
for assistance and m oney, and stating that 
everything was know n about th eir visit to 
London.
